Tbe case reported by our Alexandria 
correspondent was simple enough: Southern debtors 
there doing business, refused to pay a merchant of 
New York, then ran away, leaving their work to be 
done by another, and betook themselves further South, 
where they joined the rebel army. They left behind 
them some of the goods they bought on a long credit, as 
well a,s other property. A suit was brought against 
them in the Provost Court, and in less than an hour 
the evidence was put in. the arguments made, and the 
decision announced. The latter was, that all the 
property of the absconding debtors should be taken 
possession of by the Court, held for five days to allow 
tbeir friends, if such persons there were in existence, 
to redeem the goods, and that then, the claims being 
Still unpaid, the property should he sold for that pur¬ 
pose. There are many things to commend this rapid 
form of proceeding to the hearts of the Northern 
creditors. It is a good thing to have a court of origi¬ 
nal and exclusive jurisdiction following the advancing 
army and settling the estates of defeated rebels. Let 
the precedent stand firmly and be sharply followed.

[The Triennial Convention of Congregational Churches in 
the North-west, at its recent meeting in Chicago, embodied 
its sentiments iu relation to the present war in the following 
preamble and resolutions:] 

As lovers of our country and of the cause and king¬ 
dom of Christ, it is with the deepest sadness that we 
look upon the present state of this nation, once united 
and prosperous, now distracted and torn asunder by 
civil war—a war which we cannot but regard as 
groundless—wicked in its origin, and of which the 
whole fearful responsibilities rest, and ever will rest, 
on those who, without provocation or any just cause, 
have conspired to overthrow the government and sub¬ 
vert the Constitution under which we live. If we look 
about us for tbe source of the evils which now afflict us, 
we can find it only in the system of American slavery. 
Whatever other causes may have contributed to this 
result, they sink into comparative insignificance beside 
this prime source and prolific fountain of all our woes. 
It is this which has raised the standard of revolt; it 
is this which has armed brother against brother and 
state against state ; it is this which has crippled our 
industry, wasted our resources, devastated our towns 
and cities, dishonored onr flag, made desolate our 
homes, and brought such wide-spread confusion and 
disaster upon the nation. If we seek a remedy for 
these evils, we can find it only in the eradication and 
utter subversion of that which has been tbeir pro¬ 
ducing cause. Nothing short of this can or will reach 

a rebellion of the slaveholding portion against tbe 
rule of the majority, and against the principles which 
lie at the foundation of all purely democratic institu¬ 
tions. It can be brought to an end only by earnest 
and well-directed blows at that which is tbe real root 
of tbe evil. It is no time for compromises or seda¬ 
tives. The black and bloody hand of African servi¬ 
tude is upon the throat of this nation, and we must 
break that arm or it will strangle us. There can be 
no compromise with this gigantic wrong. There can 
be no peace, no division of territory, no safe and per¬ 
manent adjustment of any kind while this system 
continues. We are one nation, one territory, and we 
ought and shall remain one people, from Maine to the 
Gulf of Mexico—one from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
Such are our profound convictions, our deliberate 
opinions; and entertaining these sentiments, we can¬ 
not, as a convention of pastors and delegates repre¬ 
senting the Congregational Churches of the several 
North-western States, consent to disperse without first 
bearing our united testimony to the truths which we 
have uttered, and which we more definitely express in 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the fearful strife in which onr gov¬ 
ernment is now engaged with the armed traitors who 
have risen up against it, involving as it does the 
defense of all that is dear to us as citizens and patri¬ 
ots, and the principles that underlie all free institu¬ 
tions, is in our view a just and righteous war; that 
we are bound by every interest of Christian patriot¬ 
ism and civilization to prosecute this contest with 
vigor, and as speedily as possible bring it to a tri¬ 
umphant conclusion ; and that in the efficient prose¬ 
cution of this war the government has our profound- 
est sympathy, our most cordial support, and our most 
earnest prayers. 

Resolved, That the present rebellion is in our view 
the direct and legitimate result of tbe system of 
American slavery, which is at once tbe radical cause 
and tbe main strength of the whole evil; and that 
consequently the conflict can never be brought to a 
successful end till that system shall also for ever ter¬ 
minate. 

Resolved, That we cannot but view in the present 
war the hand of Providence, that divine arbiter and 
ruler of nations, opening tbe way for the termination 
of this accursed system, this gigantic wrong ; and we 
pray God that the heart of this great people and of 
this government may he brought to the fixed deter¬ 
mination that that which has brought this war upon 
us shall itself be brought to a perpetual end, and that 
wherever our armies go and our flag waves, under 
the whole heavens, there shall also go freedom and 
universal emancipation. 

THE REA CTION IN THE BORDER ST A TES 
A GAINST SLA VER Y. 

Our very reliable Missouri correspondent writes to 
us that a notable feature of the present war in Mis¬ 
souri is the gradual emancipation of the people from 
the thraldom of slavery. The peculiar institution is 
fast losing its sanctity, and the advocates of free 
labor are less hated and more trusted. One ot our 
contemporaries has a letter from Kentucky, declaring 
that iu that State “the opinion is fast taking hold of 
the public mind that this wicked and unnatural 
rebellion orew out of tbe reckless, and fiendish, and 
incendiary spirit which slavery festers.” These out- 
GivinGS are very significant, lhey indicate the earlv 
staGe°of the reaction which must be taken as inevita'- 
ble unless secession possesses some secret of chang¬ 
ing’the laws of the human mind or the principles of 
Christian civilization. The secession leaders in Mis¬ 
souri, Kentucky and Tennessee, have exhibited a 
frenzied wickedness—both in the civil means 
employed to take those States out of the Union, and 
in their practical conduct of the war—that however 
potent it might be for its immediate purpose, could 
not but disaffect and, sooner or later, repel every 
man with the least remnant of moral feeling. Even 
the strongest of causes—Christianity itself—cannot 
stand the shock of unrighteous instrumentalities. 
Infidelity follows closely upon the heels of rampant 
priestcraft and persecution. How then can it be 
expected that faith in an institution like slayery can 
stand unchanged in the face of the abominations now 
committed in its name ? Tbe reign of terror in France 
constrained men in the end to crush tiro very liberty 
for whose sake it was invoked. If a reign of terror 
drives men to sacrifice even liberty, how can slaveiy 
abide it and not suffer? Unbounded license is no 
more possible with the one than with the other, ft 
may successfully run riot for a time, but the better 
feelings of humanity, as well as its material inte¬ 
rests are sure to assert themselves at last.

This little hook has many merits as a biography. 
It is plain, modest, and carefully put together, is

John Brown was horn in 1800, in Connecticut. He 
was sixth in descent from Peter Brown, one of the 
pilgrim fathers, and both his grandfathers had been 
officers in the revolutionary war.

The Mis¬ 
sourians sacked Osawatomie and returned in triumph 
to their own State; hut, it is said, that the sight of 
the killed and wounded, when the number of Brown s 
men who had fought them crept out, spread a feeling 
of terror through Missouri which had no small influ¬ 
ence in freeing Kansas.

“This is a beautiful country,” he said, as 
they ascended the hill on which the gallows stood. 
“ I have not cast my eyes over it before.” And so, 
with three thousand troops to guard the ground, the 
men of Virginia hanged the old New England farmer ;

Now, 
they are mostly inexperienced in this kind of work, 
and unused to the climate, while I am familiar with 
both. I propose, therefore, to take a farm there 
myself, clear and plant it, showing the negroes how

His proposal was accepted, and he moved 
black farm of North Elba, in the Adirondacks, where 
his family still live, where corn will not grow, and 
cattle have to be housed six months in the year.

dred men who had rifles, routed the advanced guard 
of four hundred, and the rest drew off. 

In October, 1856, “ the ruffians ” having retired 
from Kansas, Brown visited the Eastern States, to get 
funds for properly arming and equipping one hundred 
mounted men, and for purchasing arms and ammuni¬ 
tion. The object of his journey, to a great extent, 
failed. He left again for Kansas, in April, 1851, in 
deep sadness ; a paper in his handwriting, entitled, 

“ Old Brown’s Farewell to the ‘ Plymouth Rocks,’ 

< Banker Hill Monuments,’ ‘ Charter Oaks,’ and 1 Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,’ ” shows how bitterly he felt this failure. 
But his spirit was as brave as ever. His brother 
“ urged him to go home to his family, and attend to 
his private affairs. I feared his course would prove 
his destruction, and that of his boys.” He replied, 

“ he was sorry I did not sympathize with him. That 
he knew that it was in the line of his duty, and must 
pursue it, though it should destroy him and his 
family.” To another influential Abolitionist who 
helped him. he remarked, “ I believe in the Golden 
Rule, sir, and the Declaration of Independence. I 
think they both mean the same thing ; and it is bet¬ 
ter that a whole generation should pass off the face 
of the earth—men, women, and children—by a vio¬ 
lent death, than that one jot of either should fail 
the country. I mean exactly so, sir.’ And in tl 
temper the old man went back to Kansas in t 
spring, where he had already lost one son, hi 
another son and son-in-law desperately wounded, and 
a third son driven mad by ill-usage, and where he 
and his had lost their whole disposable property- 

He found Kansas comparatively quiet, and on his 
return the Missourians who had been threatening the 
border withdrew. He at once organized a raid into 
Missouri to free slaves, and teach the men of that 
State to mind their own affairs. He and his lieu¬ 
tenant, Kagi, crossed the border with twenty men, 
liberated and carried off four families of slaves, ask¬ 
ing them how much their services had been worth, 
and taking property to that amount; which feat 
created such a panic in Missouri, that, in a few days, 
the two border Counties were cleared of slaves. The 
Governor of Missouri offered three thousand dollars 
for the arrest of Brown, to which President Buchanan 
added two hundred and fifty ; but he carried his con¬ 
voy safe -te Canada-The story of his march of jhree 

months is full of comic and pathetic incident; but too 
long to be given here. The result of it was the com¬ 
plete confirmation of his belief that “ a few men in the 
right, and knowing they are, can overturn a king. 
Twenty men in the Alleghanies could break slavery 
to pieces in two years. An old man,” he said, “ should 
have more care to end life well than to live long ” ; 
and with this faith set to work on his long-meditated 
attack on Harper’s Ferry. 

“ Mr. Brown was sanguine of success,” said his 
wife to the two friends who brought the news of 
defeat to the family of North Elba ; “ we all looked 
to it as fulfilling the hopes of many years. For he 
has borne the yoke of the oppressed, as if upon his 
own neck, for these thirty years.” It is needless to 
dwell on the story of how those twenty-two men, on 
Sunday, October 16th, 1859, entered a town of five 
thousand inhabitants containing an arsenal, and took 
and held it for nearly three days. Little as English¬ 
men in general know of or care for American affairs, 
that story, at least, is well known to them. We, as 
a nation, believe that it was the act of mad fanatics, 
made respectable by tlie fact that they went through 
with their work and gave their lives when they failed. 
We have no space here to discuss the plan, which 
was, indeed, never carried out. The attack was 
made a week before the appointed day, and with ouly 
a small portion of the force which Brown had organ¬ 
ized for the work. His own view of the matter in the 
letters written just before his execution, is, perhaps, 
worth our consideration : “As I believe most, firmly 
that God reigns, I cannot believe that anything I have 
done, suffered, or may yet suffer, will he lost to the 
cause of God or humanity. Before I began my work 
at Harper’s Ferry, I felt assured that, in the worst 
event, it would surely pay. I often expressed that 
belief, and can now see no possible reason to alter 
my mind. I have been a good deal disappointed a; 
regards myself, in not keeping up to my own plans , 
but I now feel entirely reconciled even to that, for 
God’s plan was infinitely better, no doubt, or I should 
have kept to my own. ... I can trust God with the 
time and manner of my death, believing, as I now do, 
that for mo at this time to seal my testimony for God 
and humanity with my blood will do vastly more 
towards advancing the cause I have earnestly endea¬ 
vored to promote, than all I have done in my life 
before. I beg of you all ” (his wife and children) 
“ meekly and quietly to submit to this, not feeling 
yourselves the least degraded on that account.” To 
his brother he writes : “lam gaining in health slowly, 
and am quite cheerful in view of my approaching 
end, being fully persuaded that I am worth ineor 
ceivably more to hang than for any other purpose. 
But the spirit in which the attempt was made has 
never, that we know of, been fairly known in England 
till now. It may be gathered from Brown’s last 
words to bis men: “And now, gentlemen, let me press 
one thing on your minds. You all know how dear 
life is to you, and how dear your lives are to your 
friends • and in remembering that, consider that the 
lives of’others are as dear to them as yours are to 
vou Do not, therefore, take the life of any man if 
vou’ean possibly avoid it; hut if it is necessary to 
take life in order to save your own, then make sure 
work of it ” The testimony of all the prisoners who 
were in the power of Brown and his men during the 
three days, and of those who fought against him, 
agree in showing how thoroughly this counsel was

No one questions that slavery is the one stain and 
blot which disgraces our flag and cripples our pro¬ 
gress, and that, bat for the protection given it by the 
Constitution, the nation should and would have abo¬ 
lished it forever. 

No one questions that, by the appeal which slavery 
has made to an arbitrament beside the Constitution, 
compelling the temporary obedience to military law 
and military necessity, by which the Constitution 
itself kas provided for its own possible suspension, 
our nation has a right to strike at the very root oi 
the evil, which, so long as it remained subject to the I 
Constitution, it must protect. 

No one questions the position of John Quincy 
Adams, that the power to abolish slavery is con¬ 
tained in the war power: . 

Yet in this war, law has been as often suspended m 
favor of slavery as against it; for it is a direct vio¬ 
lation of law for one of our soldiers or military offi¬ 
cers to return a fugitive slave, such return being pro¬ 
vided for in due form of law, and assigned to 
appointed civil officers. Where, by the growing com¬ 
pulsion of events, our government has been compelled 
to liberate slaves, it has done so with all the tender¬ 
ness for the South that a mother might show for her 
pet babe. To-day comes the news that, by a final 
decision, escaping slaves Shall he retained, whether 
belonging to loyal or disloyal; hut, as if frightened 
at reaching this dizzy height of resolution, the order 
of the Secretary of War immediately provides that 
any slave wishing to return to the service from which 
he has escaped shall have no let or hindrance ! We 
quote this, not as an instance of unfaithfulness to 
freedom, hut as an example of the infatuation and 
terror which seem to seize upon and confuse all our 
public men, when they touch this quest.on ot property 
m man Any one whose wits are about him can see 
that bv this order, any treacherous negro of Gov. 
Letchers household may be bribed into escaping to 
Fortress Monroe, and, after suitable observations, 
“voluntarily return ” to give such information as at 
Manassas, the rebels had, by their own account, to 

pay $100,000 for. . . , , 

Why this timidity ? Why this overweening tender¬ 
ness with human bondage ? One would suppose that 
a system repulsive to all the instincts ot humanity, 
which can exist only by a toleration almost barbaric, 
would he at once crushed when it became an outlaw 
and a foe; but here we are, pirouetting amongst its 
interests as daintily as Mignon among the eggs she 
dare not break. Wherefore? 

Not because any member of this Administration 
loves slavery bnt because the government fears to 
divide its physical forces ; that is, to alienate certain 
persons in the North and (supposed) in the Louth 
from the cause of the Union itself, as separate from 
the slavery question. In fact .for the sake of certain

HOW STRAW PAPER IS MADE.

The art of manufacturing paper of straw has made 
rapid progress since its discovery. The paper was 
first made in this city in 1854. Although of a dingy 
yellow hue, harsh and brittle to the touch, and 
scarcely to be handled without tearing, its production 
was deemed the marvel of the age (as indeed it was), 
and tlie very least of the many glorious auguries of it 
was, that it should entirely revolutionize the news¬ 
paper business in time. In those days the straw i 
most unscientifically boiled in open tubs, and coi 
quently it was never perfectly freed of its silica; : 
being silicated, it was found almost impossible to

Under various mitigated forms, the evil, J I 
less, continued for years, anil the growls grew fainter 
and fainter as the people’s eyes and perverted tastes 
became accustomed to it. 

About eighteen months ago letters patent were 
secured for various important modifications of the 
original process. The method of making straw 
paper, as now pursued, at least in this city, may he 
described as follows: 

The straw is first passed into a cutter, whereby it 
is reduced to lengths of from three to four inches. ’ 
is then thrown into forge vats, and thoroughly s 
rated with spent alkali. A most unpleasant odor 
hence arises, somewhat similar to that perceptible ' 
large breweries, but we are informed that it is r._„ 
prejudicial to tho health of the workmen. This ope¬ 
ration of mixing is termed “breaking down,” and 
changes the straw in color to a dark biske. 

It is next filled into large air-tight boilers, fourteen 

et in diameter, subjected to a pressure of steam 
ninety pounds to the square inch, and boiled in 
another alkali. Eaeh of these boilers will contain 
eleven thousand pounds of broken straw. It is then 
ground into pulp, in the same method and by the 
same machinery that have hitherto heen employed in 
the manufacture of rag paper. It has now been 
changed to a very dark slate color, and it would be 
difficult for us to recognize in it any element of the 
bright yellow straw of an hour since, if we were not 
previously acquainted with the marvellous nature of 
the transformation. 

After this it passes into a series of vats, where, by 
means of certain bleaching powders, it is brought to 
a hue of snowy whiteness and reduced to a proper 
consistency by water. The mass now bears much 
resemblance to plaster-of-paris in solution, and 
ready to he worked up into paper. 

The most interesting process yet remains to be 
described, but we must pass into another apartment
